Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on May 23, 2008 has been entered. No claim has 
been amended, or added. Claims 18-23 and 26 have been cancelled. Claims 7-17, 24 
and 25 are still pending in this application, with claims 7 and 24 being independent. 



Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on May 23, 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
6,824,296 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7-1 7, 24 and 25 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant teaches a nightlight having a base member including blades for 
connecting to a wall receptacle, a lamp support member with an LED projecting light 
through a cover lens, a base having first and second sections connected together and 
each section including a retaining wall portion and an opening section together forming 
a retaining wall and an opening. A light sensor is included in the base member for 
controlling activation of the LED in response to ambient light levels. 
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No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of 
the features of the applicants' invention, specifically the recited structural limitations of 
the base member and the lamp support member, in combination with the claimed LED 
nightlight.
